it would have no new proposal to of­ 
fer to the champion’s manager. 
Major Lane declined to reveal what

$100,000 had

raised. 
Kearns Has Final Say 
“This committee has failed in its 
attempt to raise the money,” Major 
Lane said. 
“We have no authority 
to call off the fight. That must come
